Christian   Mission   in   a   Changing   City 

The  City  Missionary  Society  was  first  called  the  "Boston  Society  for 
the  Religious  and  Moral  Instruction  of  the  Poor."  That  was  in  1816.  when 
the  population  of  Boston  was  39,000,  and  when  the  Society  was  pioneering 
in  the  development  of  programs  of  Christian  education,  and  in  awakening 
both  church  and  civic  leaders  to  the  needs  of  the  poor. 

Boston  in  1963  had  almost  twenty  times  as  many  people  as  it  had  in 
1816.  The  problems  of  the  poor  were  just  as  urgent  in  1963  as  they  were 
in  1816,  and  they  probably  were  more  complicated.  Their  numbers  also  were 
large  (a  recent  report  indicates  that  over  21,000  families  in  Metropolitan 
Boston  live  in  public  housing  projects).  To  be  sure,  there  are  many  social 
agencies  to  help  underprivileged  people  today.  But  the  role  of  the  City 
Missionary  Society  is  still  a  unique  one,  as  succeeding  pages  of  this  report 
will  show.  We  never  compete  with  social  agencies;  some  of  them  frequently 
refer  people  to  us  for  services  of  various  kinds. 

Much  of  the  talk  about  "The  New  Boston"  is  usually  associated  with 
"urban  renewal."  To  many  this  means  "slum  clearance."  and  the  erection  of 
proud  new  buildings:  a  Prudential  Tower,  a  Government  Center,  luxury 
apartments,  garden  type  communities,  etc.  All  this  is  good,  and  desirable. 
But  Christian  concern  is  also  for  spiritual  renewal.  Along  with  physical 
changes  in  renewal  areas  must  come  new  opportunities  for  low  income 
families  who  will  continue  to  be  in  worn-out  tenements  and  public  housing: 
better  jobs,  better  schools,  better  housing — and  also  things  of  the  spirit:  like 
acceptance,  understanding,  fellowship. 

The  interdenominational  emphasis  on  the  church  and  urbanization  bears 
witness  to  today's  social  revolution.  It  calls  upon  Christians  in  the  suburbs 
and  Christians  in  the  central  city  to  recognize  their  interdependence,  and  to 
work  together  to  make  the  Gospel  relevant  in  metropolis.  This  is  a  call  to 
rediscovery  of  the  church's  mission  amid  great  social  change. 

The  City  Missionary  Society  is  one  channel  through  which  Christians  in 
the  suburbs  and  Christians  in  the  inner  city  can  and  do  work  together  on 
some  of  the  problems  of  urban  society.  The  Society  seeks  to  be  the  instru- 
mentality of  Congregational  Churches  in  Metropolitan  Boston  in  a  continuing 
ministry  of  compassion  in  areas  of  special  need.  These  pages  report  on  some 
of  our  activities  in  1963.  As  we  set  them  forth  here  we  also  express  our 
thanks  to  all  who  have  helped  us  in  this  Christian  ministry.

Social   Services 

The  major  thrust  of  the  Society's  program  in  1963  was,  again,  in  the 
area  of  social  welfare.  Ten  full-time  social  workers,  and  three  part-time 
student  workers  comprised  our  field  staff.  They  were  supervised  by  Horace 
M.  Besecker,  Jr..  MSW.  Director  of  the  Department  of  Social  Services. 

Eight  of  the  ten  full-time  members  are  sho^vn  here  with  Mr.  Besecker:

All  of  these  missionary  social  workers  are  assigned  to  Boston  Health  and 
Welfare  areas,  and  they  are  associated  with  churches  in  which  they  have  their 
headquarters.  They  work  with  pastors  in  aiding  needy  people  in  their  several 
neighborhoods.  They  meet  needs  which  are  often  material,  with  emergency 
assistance  in  terms  of  food,  clothing,  fuel  and  shelter.  But  even  more 
important  at  times  is  the  aid  they  give  to  lonely  and  frustrated  persons,  and  to 
families  troubled  with  marital  problems,  illegitimacy,  juvenile  delinquency, 
alcoholism,  desertion. 


The  Department  disbursed  $7,871.  in  financial  aid  to  families  and 
individuals,  always  as  grants  to  meet  emergency  needs.  In  addition  to  this 
special  grants  were  secured  from  trust  funds  and  private  agencies  to  aid 
families  with  hospital  and  medical  bills,  and  with  programs  leading  to 
rehabilitation. 


The  social  workers  were  charged  with  the  responsibility  of  distributing 
thousands  of  dollars  worth  of  food  and  clothing  given  to  the  Society  by 
members  and  organizations  in  many  churches.  They  also  had  charge  of  four 
Christmas  shops  in  which  263  mothers  selected  gifts  for  their  families  from 
among  the  numerous  articles  provided  by  Sunday  Schools  and  churches  in  and 
around  Boston. 


It  takes  a  lot  of  volunteers  to  sort  and  prepare  for  Christmas 
shops  the  several  thousands  of  gifts  provided  by  Sunday  Schools 
and  churches.    These  are  just  a  few  of  them  at  work. 


Three  new  social  workers  joined  our  staff  in  1963.  In  May  Miss 
Woodbury  succeeded  Mrs.  Beatrice  Nelson  in  Jamaica  Plain.  In  September 
Mrs.  Hermenia  Gardner  began  work  in  First  Church  in  Charlestown,  re- 
establishing missionary  services  there  after  a  space  of  several  years. 

In  September  the  CMS  became  more  closely  associated  with  the  Blue  Hill 
Protestant  Center  when  Miss  Nancy  Warren,  an  intern  in  the  Andover- 
Newton  School  of  Theology  program,  became  our  representative  there.  Miss 
Warren  has  group  work  responsibilities  under  the  direction  of  the  Center's 
new  leader.  Rev.  Virgil  Wood,  but  the  major  part  of  her  time  is  in  case 
work  assignments,  with  Mr.  Besecker. 

Student  workers:  During  the  year  the  Society  provided  field  work 
opportunities  for  two  first-year  students  in  the  Boston  University  School  of 
Social  Services.  Mr.  Herbert  Thompson,  a  student  at  the  Boston  University 
School  of  Theology,  has  also  been  with  us  since  September,  and  is  assigned 
to  the  Eliot  Church  in  Roxbury.

Camps  Andover  and  Waldron 

Since  1924  the  City  Missionary  Society  has  sponsored  a  camping  program 
on  Lake  Winnisquam,  in  Meredith.  N.  H.  There  are  two  camps:  Andover, 
for  9-16  year  old  girls;  Waldron,  for  9-16  year  old  boys.  The  Rev.  Richard 
Chamberlain  is  Camp  Director. 

365  campers  were  in  the  program  in  1963 

129  boys  and  girls  had  camperships  of  40  to  100%  of  camp 
costs  provided  from  CMS  funds 

25  campers  were  sent  to  us  by  public   and  private  welfare 
agencies,  sometimes  for  two  or  more  camping  periods 

112  campers  were  from  Boston  inner  city  communities 

253  campers    were    from    Boston    suburbs    and    from    towns 
throughout  Massachusetts,  Connecticut  and  New  Hampshire 

294  campers  were  related  to  Congregational  churches 

65  campers  were  from  several  other  church  groups 


The  camp  staff  comprised  48  persons ;  27  of  these  were  students 
in  colleges  and  graduate  schools  in  eight  states  (one  of  them  was 
headmaster  of  a  boys'  school  in  East  Africa;  two  came  from 
Germany,  one  from  France).    There  were  also    15  CIT's.

A  group  of  ten  volunteers  recruited  throughout  the  nation  by  the  office 
of  Specialized  Services  in  the  United  Church  of  Christ  gave  a  month's  service 
in  a  new  program  of  conservation  on  several  acres  of  the  Andover-Waldron 
woodland. 

Camps  Andover  and  Waldron  continue  to  provide  an  opportunity  for 
interracial  and  intercultural  camping  in  a  Christian  environment.  This 
experience  in  democracy  is  an  important  one  in  the  lives  of  many  campers. 

New   Headquarters    Cabin   for   Andover 

The  Society  is  indebted  to  Mrs.  Helen  Savage,  of  Wellesley  Hills,  for  a 
generous  contribution  which  has  enabled  us  to  erect  a  headquarters  building 
for  Camp  Andover.    Its  dimensions  are  24'  x  36' 


and  it  stands  on  the  site  of  the  old  Andover  dining  hall.  The  new  cabin  will 
provide  a  gathering  place  for  Andover  counselors,  a  conference  room,  two 
large  bedrooms,  and  a  laundry  room  for  all  girl  counselors.  (The  photo 
shows  the  building  in  the  process  of  construction.) 


Family   Camps:    June   25  -  July   21 

In  its  third  season  this  program  brought  together  15  families:  30  parents 
and  76  children,  in  two  twelve-day  sessions  on  the  spacious  grounds  of  the 
Farrington  Memorial  in  Lincoln.  This  gave  time  for  rest,  recreation  and 
worship  for  people  whose  economic  opportunities  are  limited,  and  whose 
homes  are  in  crowded  city  tenements. 

"Your  welcome  was  so  sincere.  The  feeling  of  warmth  gave  us  a  real 
sense  of  belonging.  .  .  .  Our  six  children  are  still  talking  about  family  camp, 
and  hoping  to  go  again  next  summer." 


Rosemary:    July   25  -  August   18 

"Thank  you  for  making  it  possible  for  my  children  and  me  to  have  a 
wonderful  vacation.  It  was  the  first  vacation  of  any  kind  for  me  since  I  was 
twelve.    I  learned  a  lot  from  'password,'  and  also  from  the  other  women." 

Letters  like  this  from  some  of  the  mothers  in  the  Rosemary  program 
testify  to  the  value  of  this  experience  lor  underprivileged  groups.  In  the  two 
twelve-day  sessions  of  Rosemary  there  were  24  mothers  and  75  children. 

This  was  the  seventh  season  in  which  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Horace  Besecker 
served  as  co-directors  of  the  summer  program  at  Farrington.  They  were 
assisted  by  an  excellent  staff  of  college  and  high  school  girls.  Miss  Cynthia 
Brown,  a  student  at  Andover-Newton,  was  head  counselor. 


Meadowcrest :    June   24  -  August   20 

Concurrent  with  Family  and  Rosemary  camps  there  were  six  9-day 
sessions  of  Meadowcrest,  with  39  elderly  ladies  in  attendance.  Mrs.  Leola 
May,  a  dedicated  church  woman  from  Marine,  Illinois,  served  for  a  second 
season  as  the  volunteer  director  of  the  program. 

Meadowcrest  campers  are  chosen  on  the  basis  of  need  from  among 
many  elderly  Boston  women  who  live  on  substandard  incomes  in  homes  for 
the  elderly,  or  in  single  rooms  in  old  parts  of  the  city.  When  they  go  home 
they  send  letters  like  these:  "How  I  loved  watching  those  darling  children, 
and  the  noisy  dining  room.  It's  too  quiet  at  home."  "Mrs.  May's  daily 
chapel  services  were  very  inspiring."

1.  Several  suburban  churches  have  undertaken  to  provide  partial  support  for 
four  of  our  missionary  social  workers.  Here  is  Miss  Geraldine  Woodbury  with 
leaders  in  her  supporting  church,  Needham  Congregational.

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Christian    Education 

The  first  venture  of  the  CMS  in  its  earliest  years  was  the  promotion  of 
Sunday  schools  among  the  neglected  people  of  the  city.  Programs  in 
leadership  development  continue  to  be  needed,  particularly  in  churches  in 
areas  of  transition.  Our  Consultant  in  Christian  Education,  Miss  Lillian 
Moeschler,  has  given  help  in  17  churches. 

Activities  of  this  department  include : 

—  the  holding  of  several  Boston  Church  Workers  Education 
Institutes. 

—  the  establishment  of  a  library  of  Christian  education  re- 
source materials:  books,  film  strips,  recordings,  which  can 
be  borrowed  through  Miss  Moeschler's  office. 

—  the  promotion  of  Friendly  Town  programs: 

29  families  in  three  communities  took  a  total  of  30  inner  city 
children  into  their  homes  for  a  two-week  period  last  summer. 

—  the  promotion  of  a  city  bus  tour  and  conference  in  which 
more  than  100  members  of  suburban  churches  took  part; 
it  was  a  good  experience  in  missionary  education. 


Voluntarism 

The  activities  of  this  department,  if  spelled  out,  would  take  many  pages. 
Under  the  guidance  of  Mrs.  Horace  M.  Besecker,  Jr.,  Director  of  the  Depart- 
ment: 

—  hundreds  of  volunteers  responded  to  calls  for  transportation,  work  groups, 
sewing,  mailing  and  clerical  projects. 

—  some  20,000  packages  of  canned  food  were  sorted,  stored,  then  taken  to 
social  workers'  headquarters. 

—  programs  of  friendly  visitation  in  nursing  homes,  hospitals,  Walpole 
Prison,  were  expanded. 

—  encouragement  was  given  to  after-school  tutoring  in  Roxbury,  and  to  a 
new  adult  literacy  program. 

—  help  from  volunteers  was  given  to  projects  sponsored  by  the  American 
Cancer  Society,  the  Boston  Redevelopment  Authority;  United  Community 
Services;  the  American  Friends;  and  the  Student  Christian  Movement  of 
New  England. 


The  CMS   and  The   City  Missionary   Council 


A  new  venture  in  1963  was  the 
inauguration  of  the  City  Missionary 
Council,  comprising  the  executive  direc- 
tors of  several  city  missionary  societies 
and  representatives  of  related  bodies, 
organized  primarily  for  the  purpose  of 
promoting  a  Protestant  Chaplaincy  at 
the  Columbia  Point  public  housing  com- 
munity. The  Rev.  Virgil  Patterson  be- 
gan his  work  there  on  February  1.  The 
City  Missionary  Society  is  pleased  to 
have  part  in  this  program. 

The  Columbia  Point  community's 
1500  units  were  opened  in  1954.  About 
7000  persons  live  there,  including  more 
than  4000  children.  The  community  re- 
ceived much  attention  in  1962,  following 
the  tragic  death  of  a  little  girl,  and  the 
organized  protest  of  parents  against 
traffic  hazards  and  the  continued  use  of 
a  notoriously  obnoxious  city  dump.

The  Columbia  Point  community  is  isolated.  The  nearest  Protestant 
church  is  a  mile  away.  Two  CMS  social  workers  regularly  visit  many 
families  in  the  project.  There  is  a  Roman  Catholic  church  there,  but  no 
central  gathering  place  for  Protestant  worship. 

During  the  late  Spring  Chaplain  Patterson  directed  a  community  survey 
which  showed  237  families  of  Protestant  background.  There  are  769 
children  in  these  families.  The  Chaplain's  ministry  is  a  unique  one.  He  has 
no  pulpit;  he  does  much  counseling  with  adults;  he  works  with  several  youth 
groups.  Students  from  Harvard  Divinity  School  are  giving  much  help  in 
work  with  groups.

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The   CMS   and   the  Metropolitan   Boston  Association 

For  nearly  two  years  representatives  of  the  CMS  have  met  regularly  with 
representatives  of  the  four  Boston  Area  Associations  of  Congregational 
Churches.  Thev  sought  for  ways  to  bring  the  four  associations  into  a  unified 
body  whose  aim  might  be  the  achievement  of  a  deepened  sense  of  Christian 
fellowship  and  of  service  in  Metropolitan  Boston. 

On  November  3  delegates  of  the  four  associations  and  CMS  corporation 
members  met  at  the  Harvard  Church  in  Brookline  and  voted  to  adopt  a 
constitution  for  a  Metropolitan  Boston  Association  in  process  of  formation. 

Article  3,  Section  4  of  this  constitution  reads  thus: 

The  City  Missionary  Society  is  one  of  the  constituting  bodies  which 
comprise  the  Metropolitan  Boston  Association.  It  shall  be  a  recognized 
instrumentality  of  the  Metropolitan  Boston  Association,  with  voting  privileges 
and  the  relationships  as  specified  in  the  Constitution  and  By-Laws. 

This  action  brings  the  City  Missionary  Society  into  close  relationship 
with  churches  of  the  Massachusetts  Conference  of  the  United  Church  of 
Christ.  The  Executive  Secretary  of  the  CMS  was  named  chairman  of  the 
MBA's  committee  on  Metropolitan  Boston  Mission  and  Service. 

Chairman  of  the  MBA  Council  is  the  Rev.  Charles  M.  Styron,  who  was 
president  of  the  City  Missionary  Society  from  1957  to  1962.  The  Area 
Minister,  Dr.  Allen  Hackett,  who  will  be  the  MBA's  executive  officer,  serves 
also  on  the  Board  of  Directors  of  the  CMS.  Dr.  Ross  Sanderson,  a  member 
of  the  CMS  corporation,  is  the  MBA  moderator.

A  close  examination  of  the  two  preceding  pages  will  show  that  our 
operating  expenses  in  1963  were  $35,281.  more  than  we  received  for  this 
purpose.    The  excess  was   a  charge   against  capital   funds. 

Our  1964  budget,  approved  by  the  Corporation  at  its  annual  meeting, 
calls  for  $199,916.  We  can  anticipate  that  only  about  $99,916.  will  come 
from  interest  on  pooled  endowment  funds,  campers'  fees,  and  unrestricted 
funds.  Can  we  have  faith  that  our  many  friends  will  provide  the  other 
$100,000.?  Actually  in  1963  they  contributed  $60,152.  To  balance  our  budget 
in  1964  we  shall  need  additional  gifts  of  $40,000. 


The  needs  we  seek  to  meet  in  present-day  Boston  are  far  beyond  our 
present  resources.  They  are  increasingly  pressing  and  challenging.  We  are 
grateful  to  all  who  have  given  us  help  in  the  past.  It  is  our  earnest  hope  that 
present  contributors  will  increase  their  support,  and  also  encourage  their 
friends  and  their  churches  to  become  more  involved. 


New   Finance   Director 

Mr.  Charles  B.  Messenger,  for  many  years  a 
member  of  the  CMS  Corporation,  and  sometime 
chairman  of  its  investment  committee,  has  now 
become  a  member  of  the  Society's  executive  staff. 
As  part-time  Director  of  Finances  his  assignment 
is  to  consult  with  persons  and  organizations 
about  the  Society's  work,  and  to  discover  new 
sources  of  income  to  support  and  expand  its 
program.  Among  projects  he  is  developing  is  a 
Conditional  Gift  Fund.  We  invite  interested  per- 
sons to  write  for  information  concerning  this 
fund.
